SUMMARY. 


In  1959  and.  i960  a trend  of  mild  increase  in  the  population  was 
maintained. 

In  contrast  to  the  increasing  national  birth  rate  the  birth  rate 
has  shown  no  noteworthy  increase  in  the  last  four  years. 

The  death  rate  in  i960  was  appreciably  lower  than  the  national 
death  rate. 

In  1959  and.  i960  there  was  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  but  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  was  still  less 
than  that  of  London. 

Forty  one  deaths  from  suicide  over  the  five  years  1956  - i960 
in  this  town  and  the  Rural  district  suggested  that  the  death  rate  from 
this  cause  here  was  twice  that  of  the  Rural  District. 

In  1959  two  children  were  ill  with  typhoid  fever. 

i960  was  singularly  free  from  influenza. 

Vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  gave  rates  which  gave  cause  for  satisfaction. 

Re-vaccination  of  school  children  against  smallpox  remained  non- 
existent. 

In  1959  & I960  the  total  number  of  new  houses  built  was  662. 

The  total  number  of  unfit  houses  closed  or  demolished  in  these  years 
was  57 • 


A second  approach  was  made  to  the  Ministry  on  the  need  for 
fluoridation  of  our  drinking  water. 

Details  are  given  of  the  work  done  to  safeguard  the  wholesome- 
ness of  food  on  sale  in  the  town.  In  i960  it  was  concluded  that  no 
slaughterhouse  facilities  were  required  here. 

The  administrative  basis  of  Health  Education  is  outlined  and 
the  vague  division  of  duty  between  the  County  Council  and  the  Borough 
Council  is  seen  as  a hindrance  to  this  work.

INTRO- 

DUCTION 


As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  year  it  is 
duty  of  a medical  officer  of  health  to  make  to  the  local  authority 
a report  for  that  year  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  sanitary 
administration,  vital  statistics  and  other  public  health  matters 
concerning  their  district.  On  this  occasion  it  has  been  expedient 
to  provide  a report  covering  two  years. 

Below  are  my  observations  on  certain  public  health  matters 
and  on  the  statistical  material  concerning  these  two  years. 


POPULATION  Apart  from  the  increase  following  the  boundary  change  in 

1957  the  increase  in  population  of  1010  in  i960  was  the  largest 
in  post  war  years  and  this  no  doubt  was  largely  in  consequence 
of  the  407  new  houses  built  in  1959  which  was  also  the  largest 
number  in  the  same  period. 

BIRTHS  The  annual  number  of  births  has  shown  an  increase  in 


recent  years  but  the  increase  has  only  been  in  step  with  the 
increase  in  population.  Thus  in  contrast  with  the  national 
upward  trend  the  birth  rate  here  has  shown  no  significant  change.

The  increased  birth  rate  of  England  and  Wales  is  due  to 
earlier  marriage  and  a reduced  time  interval  between  births.  It 
may  also  be  due  to  a desire  for  larger  families. 

In  1959  and  I960  159  and  183  births  respectively  took 
place  at  home,  giving  percentages  of  23$  and  25$.  In  Dartford 
Rural  District  the  percentages  were  35$  and  54$*  In  this  Local 
Health  Authority  area  containing  this  Borough,  the  neighbouring 
Rural  District  and  the  three  neighbouring  Local  Authorities,  the 
percentages  were  23$  and  25$.  In  England  and  Wales  the 
percentages  were  36$  and  35$*  When  the  cases  are  selected  for 
hospital  confinement  according  to  the  practice  recommended  by  the 
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DEATHS

Maternity  Services  Committee  who  advise  the  Ministry,  about  30 °Jo 
are  born  at  home. 

In  the  three  years  1958,  1959  and  I960,  the  number  of 
deaths  was  606,  603  and  521  respectively  and  these  figures  are  in 
keeping  with  the  trend  shown  by  the  claims  for  sickness  benefit 
to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  which  in  1958 
showed  high  figures  in  the  first  quarter  due  to  a continuation  of 
influenza  appearing  at  the  end  of  1957 > a peak  in  the  first 
quarter  in  1959  also  attributable  to  influenza  and  an  even 
distribution  throughout  i960  with  no  emphasis  on  the  first  or  any 
quarter. 

The  percentage  of  those  of  over  75  years  of  age  who  died 
at  home  in  1959  and.  i960  were  38 % and  34 °/°  while  in  the  neighbour- 
ing Rural  District  the  percentages  were  52/4  and  50^4. 

The  number  of  Town  deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  in  1959 
and  i960  was  60  and  63  respectively  and  these  figures  were  nothing 
much  out  of  the  ordinary. 

There  was  some  influenza  in  1959  and  respiratory  deaths  for 
the  first  quarter  do  to  some  degree  reflect  this?  the  number  of 
respiratory  deaths  for  the  winters  of  the  last  four  years  were  as 
follows  1 -

The  reasons  for  giving  the  above  figures  are  that  the  aged 
are  a fragile  section  of  the  community  and  their  lungs  may  serve 
as  indicators  measuring  the  influence  of  environmental  hazards. 

Data  regarding  Bexley  Hospital  patients  are  given  for  comparison 
as  that  hospital  with  its  central  heating  etc.  provides  an 
environment  for  its  aged  which  differs  from  that  of  the  aged  living 
in  their  homes.  However  these  percentages  are  based  on  small 
figures  and  are  subject  to  the  influence  of  chance.

MEASLES. 

Measles  made  its  expected  appearance  in  accordance  with 

the  biennial  pattern,  the  beginning  of  1959  being  the  later  part 

of  one  outbreak  and  the  end  of  i960  being  the  beginning  of  the 

next  outbreak. 

ENCEPH- 

ALITIS. 

Post  infectious  encephalitis  following  measles  in  a 7 year 

old  boy  was  notified  in  October  i960. 

INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  arrived  in  this  town  at  the  end  of  January  1959 

with  an  appearance  of  gastric  upset  at  one  of  the  secondary 

schools.  It  stayed  until  March  1959  as  it  did  with  the  rest  of 

the  country  and  the  weekly  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  figures 

for  sickness  benefit  at  their  peak  quadrupled  their  usual  amount. 

i960  was  singularly  free  from  any  such  epidemic. 

In  order  to  be  prepared  for  an  outbreak  of  influenza  a 

watch  is  kept  for  the  following  signs:  the  appearance  of  the 

disease  in  other  parts  of  the  world  (which  usually  occurs  perhaps 
months  before  appearing  in  this  country),  the  presence  of  the 
virus  in  other  parts  of  this  country,  any  unusual  increase  in 

the  deaths  from  respiratory  infection  and  the  periodicity  of  the 

disease . 

It  must  be  remembered  that  influenza-like  illnesses  are 

caused  by  viruses  other  than  the  influenza  group  and  this  causes 

difficulty  in  detecting  true  influenza.  When  influenza  has 

arrived  in  the  past  biological  matter  has  been  collected  to 

identify  the  virus.  By  these  means  familarity  with  the  pattern 

of  the  disease  is  acquired. 

In  recent  years  some  progress  has  been  made  by  research 

laboratories  in  providing  a vaccine  against  influenza.  So  far 

the  best  use  for  the  vaccine  produced  is  for  lessening  the 

chances  of  those  with  chronic  chest  disease  becoming  infected. 

EPIDEMIC 

VOMITING. 

In  September  i960  30  out  of  170  children  at  a primary 

school  became  ill  overnight  with  alimentary  upset  and  vomiting. 

26  specimens  from  the  children  revealed  no  disease  bearing 

bacteria  apart  from  4 showing  staphylococci.  It  is  possible  that 

the  incident  was  due  to  the  virus  of  epidemic  vomiting. 

POLIO- 

MYELITIS. 

There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  1959  or  I960  notified 

here  but  there  was  one  child  notified  elsewhere  whose  infection 

was  attributed  to  this  district. 

The  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  by  the  Local  Health 

Authority  in  this  district  in  i960  produced  a percentage  of  62 c/o 

for  the  child  population  who  had  had  three  inoculations,  which 

figure  gives  cause  for  some  satisfaction.

A Dutch  businessman  was  admitted  to  the  Long  Reach  Hospital 
from  London  in  October  i960  with  modified  smallpox.  He  had  been 
in  the  country  only  two  days  since  arrival  by  air  from  Colombo. 

A laundry  contact  living  in  Dartford  but  working  in  London  was 
under  surveillance. 

Infant  vaccination  rates  showed  a mild  upward  trend  and 
compared  favourably  with  the  County  rate  and  that  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  proportion  of  vaccinations  done  at  the  clinics 
increased. 

Revaccination  of  school  children  remained  negligible. 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable  but  from  the  information 
received  from  schools  it  is  clear  that  the  number  of  cases  in  i960 
was  exceptionally  high. 

Bacterial  Infections. 

i960  was  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  in  which  no 
diphtheria  occurred  in  this  Borough. 

The  infant  vaccination  rate  showed  an  upward  trend  and  the 
rate  compared  favourably  with  other  areas.  It  is  estimated  that 
in  i960  half  the  child  population  was  immune  from  the  disease. 

The  percentage  of  infants  who  received  vaccination  against 
whooping  cough  namely  94 i°  was  outstanding.  This  high  figure  was 
no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  was  still  present  in 
the  community  and  mothers  had  personal  knowledge  of  how  distressing 
it  could  be  in  a young  child. 

1939.  Symptoms  of  dysentery  occurred  in  the  household  of  a 
problem  family  but  they  provided  only  one  specimen  for  culture  and 
this  was  negative.  A youth  in  the  family  was  employed  in  a neigh- 
bouring Borough  in  work  which  involved  milking  cows;  the  neighbour- 
ing authority  was  informed. 

Symptoms  of  dysentery  also  occurred  in  a patient  on  leave 
from  a mental  hospital.  A young  visitor  to  this  Borough  was 
admitted  to  hospital  here  with  Sonne  dysentery.  31  cases  of  Flexner 
dysentery  were  notified  from  Bexley  Hospital. 

A family  of  6 with  persistent  alimentary  upset  was  investigated 
and  each  member  submitted  3 specimens  for  bacteriological  culture 
but  all  were  negative. 

A mother  complained  that  there  had  been  about  a dozen  cases  of 
diarrhoea  at  a County  Primary  School  and  that  one  of  the  cases  was 
her  daughter.  Enquiries  at  the  school  showed  that  all  had  returned 
to  school  and  bacteriological  investigation  of  the  family  gave 
negative  results . 

i960.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  which  gave  negative 
bacteriological  results,  all  the  cases  were  due  to  Sh.  sonnei.

There  were  only  two  instances  in  which  the  specimens 
obtained  by  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  showed  that 
infection  had  spread  within  the  family. 

A patient  who  had  dysentery  symptoms  and  his  family  of  4 
were  investigated  at  the  request  of  his  doctor  but  all  specimens 
were  negative. 

1939 • A family  of  four  were  notified  and  the  two  members 
who  were  not  under  treatment  submitted  specimens  which  showed 
both  to  be  infected  with  S . typhimurium . 

A.  large  dinner  in  London  resulted  in  numerous  guests 
being  ill  with  food  poisoning  including  a guest  living  in  this 
district.  She,  like  others  elsewhere,  showed  infection  with 
S . typhimurium . 

One  formal  notification  revealed  negative  results  on 
culture. 

Food  poisoning  at  a social  function  elsewhere  was 
suspected  by  a member  of  the  public  but  ten  specimens  from  a 
family  who  were  indisposed  revealed  nothing. 

I960.  There  was  one  single  case  due  to  B.cholerae  suis. 

A food  handler  found  to  be  excreting  S . typhimurium  following 
a food  poisoning  incident  in  the  neighbouring  district  was 
prohibited  from  engaging  in  food  handling  until  she  was  found 
free  of  infection  and  was  compensated  for  loss  of  earnings 
while  being  kept  away  from  work.  The  infection  lasted  six 
months  and  several  dozen  specimens  were  collected  by  the 
Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  this  time  to  ensure 
that  freedom  from  infection  would  be  known  as  soon  as  it 
occurred.  A full  report  of  this  incident  was  made  at  the  time. 

In  1959  two  children  aged  3 and  5 years,  playmates,  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  found  to  have  typhoid  fever.  Stool 
cultures  showed  S.typhi,  phage  type  Vi. A.  in  both  cases.  The 
grandmother  of  the  household  of  one  child  was  found  to  be 
excreting  the  same  organism  of  the  same  phage  type.  This 
grandmother  had  had  typhoid  fever  in  1944  in  India  and  this  was 
confirmed  from  the  hospital  there.  Several  of  her  family  had 
had  typhoid  fever.  The  household  was  a large  one  and  all  members 
co-operated  by  providing  stool  specimens,  all  of  which  were 
negative.  Specimens  of  blood  were  given  by  all  members  but  none 
showed  Vi.  agglutinins  (including  the  specimen  from  the  grand- 
mother which  was  contrary  to  what  was  to  be  expected).  Arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  children  to  be  vaccinated  with  typhoid 
vaccine  in  view  of  the  chronic  carrier  in  the  household.  The 
grandmother  died  in  i960  from  coronary  disease. 

In  i960  a case  of  paratyphoid  B.  fever  was  admitted  to 
hospital  from  a ship.  He  was  not  a resident  of  this  country.. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables,  there  was  a noteworthy

drop  m the  number  of  cases  on  the  register  m I960.  The  causes 

of  death  relating  to  tuberculosis  are  commented  upon  fairly 

fully  in  the  tables  because  the  circumstances  of  documentation 

create  complexities  in  keeping  this  chronic  disease  under 

statistical  observation. 

In  view  of  the  greater  effectiveness  of  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis, mortality  does  not  now  measure  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  as  hitherto  and, as  the  Chest  Physician  rarely  certifies 
the  cause  of  death,  tuberculosis  sometimes  fails  to  receive  due 
emphasis.  Thus  the  importance  of  notification  as  an  indicator 
of  the  pattern  of  the  disease  is  enhanced.  Those  who  study 
tuberculosis  pay  attention  to  the  annual  number  of  new 
notifications  received,  the  districts  to  which  they  refer,  the 
numbers  on  the  tuberculosis  register  and  other  details. 

Yet  there  is  no  legal  definition  of  the  type  of  case  to 
be  notified,  there  are  differences  of  view  on  which  medical 
officer  of  health  should  receive  the  notification,  the  Registrar 
General  asks  for  a practice  to  be  followed  in  which  duplication 
in  the  returns  can  arise. 

Although  it  is  necessary  for  a universal  code  of 
registration  to  be  followed,  no  such  code  now  exists.  There 
is  no  uniform  practice  concerning  the  removal  of  names  from  the 
register. 

In  1952  the  Minister  stated  that  the  essential  registers 
were  those  kept  by  the  clinics,  in  1959  this  responsibility  was 
placed  on  the  Local  Health  Authority.  However,  we  continue  to 
keep  a register  here  as  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  we  can 
inform  ourselves,  as  is  our  duty,  of  the  state  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  district,  the  Local  Health  Authority  then  compile  their 
register  from  ours.  If  the  figures  are  to  be  sound  they  require 
close  attention  and  only  those  who  are  concerned  with  the  thank- 
less work  of  recording  these  figures  can  ensure  their  reliabil- 
ity. Yet  so  far  as  I am  aware  the  attitude  to  this  task  at  all 
administrative  levels  outside  this  type  of  office  is  one  of  apathy. 

Even  with  complete  notification,  one  essential  gap  remains. 
There  is  no  provision  in  the  form  of  notification  for  an  opinion 
on  patients’  infectiousness  yet  this  is  the  essence  of  the 
tuberculosis  problem.  This  information  is  necessary  to  measure 
the  size  of  the  "inf ec tor  pool"  but  even  if  it  were  given  it 
could  not  be  used  for  preventive  purposes  as  it  is  confidential. 

In  spite  of  these  many  defects  it  is  possible  to  observe 
the  trend  of  the  disease  but  in  view  of  its  importance  greater 
precision  could  be  and  should  be  attained. 
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THE  BEEF

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  helpful  co-operation  of 
Dartford  Chest  Clinic  in  this  small  hut  tedious  task  of 
measuring  the  amount  of  tuberculosis  in  the  community . 

However  what  is  needed  is  more  attention  by  the  Ministry  to 
details  of  statistical  procedure  so  that  their  circulars  can 
give  useful  guidance  and  lead  to  uniformity  of  practice. 

Until  this  attention  is  given  statements  about  the  prevalence 
of  this  disease  in  this  country  will  not  have  the  reliability 
one  is  entitled  to  expect.

A case  of  infestation  with,  the  beef  tapeworm  (T.saginate) 
was  notified.  The  person  infested  had  not  been  abroad,  had  been 
resident  in  this  district  for  only  18  months  and  had  had  the 
infestation  for  about  a dozen  years. 

ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  number  of  persons  from  this  Borough  receiving  in- 
patient treatment  in  the  Dartford  Group  of  Hospitals  showed  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  admitted  as  a result  of 
falls.  In  1959  there  were  two  occasions  when  a young  person 
was  in  hospital  for  over  three  months  as  a result  of  her  dress 
catching  fire  and  in  1959  and  i960  there  were  several  toddlers 
admitted  with  scalds. 

The  question  of  setting  up  a home  safety  committee  for 
Dartford  has  been  under  consideration  since  1952.  In  1958 
the  matter  was  brought  to  a head  when  the  Ministry  asked  the 
County  Council  to  foster  the  establishment  of  new  home  safety 
committees  where  none  existed.  Consequently  in  i960  with 
financial  assistance  from  the  County  Council  the  Dartford  Home 
Safety  Committee  was  formed  with  the  following  functions ;- 

(a)  To  carry  on  a continual  propaganda  campaign  locally  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  extent  and  gravity  of  the  Home 
Accident  problem. 

(b)  To  enlist  the  support  of  all  interested  municipal  and 
social  organisations  for  this  campaign. 

(c)  To  investigate  local  Home  Accident  cases  and  their  causes. 

(d)  To  investigate  possible  remedies. 

(e)  To  participate  in  the  National  Home  Safety  Campaign. 

PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  empowered  local 
authorities  to  deal  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  by  applying  to  the  Court  of  Summary  Juris- 
diction for  a removal  order  to  a hospital  or  other  suitable 
place.

HOUSING 


WATER. 


In  1951  an  amendment  act  gave  local  authorities  further 
powers  to  enable  then  to  deal  expeditiously  with  such  cases  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  85  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1953  the  Council  delegated  to  a small  sub-committee  the 
functions  exercisable  by  the  Council  under  the  Act. 

Since  1940  the  circumstances  have  been  investigated  of 
24  persons  said  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  with  a view 
to  applying  to  the  Court  for  a removal  order  where  necessary.  In 
only  two  cases  have  I submitted  the  necessary  certificate  stating 
that  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  person  to  hospital..  One  of 
these  cases  however  consented  later  to  enter  hospital  and  in 
view  of  this  no  further  action  was  taken  but  before  he  was  so 
admitted  he  had  to  be  taken  to  an  observation  ward  as  a matter 
of  urgency  on  account  of  mental  illhealth.  In  the  other  case 
the  necessary  certificate  was  submitted  to  the  committee  and  an 
application  was  made  to  the  Court  for  removal  which  was  refused. 
While  a further  application  was  being  contemplated  the  person 
was  admitted  to  hospital  as  a matter  of  urgency  on  account  of 
mental  illhealth  and  died  a few  weeks  later.  The  patient  was 
aged  88  and  the  underlying  cause  of  death  was  senility  with 
carcinoma  of  the  colon  as  a contributory  cause. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  number  of  houses  built  in  1959  and  i960  was  similar 
to  previous  years  and  the  majority  were  built  by  private 
enterprise.  The  number  of  applicants  rehoused  by  the  Council  in 
1959  was  225  and  in  i960  was  195  but  the  number  of  applicants  on 
the  Council’s  waiting  list  remained  stationery. 

In  i960  there  were  18  applications  for  housing  priority 
on  grounds  of  tuberculosis  and  17  were  given  some  degree  of 
priority.  88  applications  were  received  for  medical  priority 
on  grounds  other  than  tuberculosis  and  65  were  given  some  degree 
of  priority.  In  1959  nine  applicants  were  rehoused  with  medical 
priority  in  i960  twelve. 

The  annual  number  of  houses  demolished  in  these  two  years 
was  near  the  average  of  the  previous  3 years,  namely  35* 

Grants  made  for  the  improvement  of  houses  continued  to 
increase.  The  figure  of  I960  contained  an  appreciable  amount 
for  standard  grants. 

Caravans  presented  no  great  problem. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  householders  in  the  district 
maintained  the  same  wholesome  quality  as  hitherto. 

From  the  reports  provided  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board 
on  the  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  from  their  wells  supplying 
our  population  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fluoride  content  amounts 
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FOOD. 


to  no  more  than  0.2  p.p.m.  whereas  1 p.p.m.  is  required  for  the 
preservation  of  teeth  from  decay . 

In  my  annual  report  for  1950  I drew  attention  to  the 
absence  of  fluorine  .in  o.ur  water  supplies  and  the  Council 
approached  the  Ministry  on  this  subject.  The  Ministry  replied 
that  they  preferred  to  await  the  demonstration  of  the  benefits 
in  this  Country  before  advocating  general  fluoridation  of  our 
water  supplies.  In  1959  we  received  an  invitation  from  Tottenham 
Borough  to  support  their  view  that  no  further  time  should  be  lost 
in  implementing  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  and  the 
Council  agreed  to  support  Tottenham  Borough  Council's  approach 
to  the  Ministry.  However  the  reply  was  that  the  Ministry  were 
still  awaiting  the  demonstration  of  results  by  trials  in  this 
country. 

Under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  we  were  required  to 
report  on  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  this  Borough.  The 
report  was  submitted  in  I960  and  stated  that  there  was  then  no  need 
for  such  facilities.  At  the  same  time  the  neighbouring  Rural 
District  in  which  there  was  a slaughterhouse  serving  that  and 
neighbouring  districts  reported  that  none  of  the  slaughterhouses 
there  could  be  expected  to  comply  with  the  future  regulations  and 
suggested  that  1962  would  be  the  year  when  these  should  be 
implemented  to  give  the  trade  time  to  formulate  their  own 
proposals . 

Dartford  Borough  is  a shopping  centre  which  serves  the 
population  of  the  surrounding  districts  besides  itself.  The  report 
of  the  Council's  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  illustrates  the 
attention  given  to  the  need  for  the  food  that  is  sold  to  be  fit 
for  consumption,  genuine  and  clean. 

On  the  initiative  of  the  Licensing  Justices  a meeting  was 
held  in  i960  to  discuss  the  ways  in  which  mutual  co-operation 
could  be  effected  between  Public  Health  Departments  and  the 
Licensing  Justices  in  the  improvement  of  hygiene  in  licensed 
premises . 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

In  certain  matters  the  condition  of  the  members  of  any 
community  depends  on  their  attitude  to  certain  influences  relating 
to  their  health  and  to  foster  balanced  opinions  the  relevant 
information  needs  to  be  made  available  for  general  study  and 
discussion.  The  matters  concerned  include:  the  benefit  linked 
with  fluoride  in  water  supplies,  the  value  of  clean  mouths  in 
preserving  sound  teeth,  the  effect  of  alcohol  on  the  brain,  the 
need  for  domestic  fires  to  be  smoke  free,  the  emotional  needs  of 
children,  the  harmfulness  of  physical  inactivity,  the  prevention 
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of  venereal  disease,  the  requirements  of  food  hygiene,  the 
prevention  of  accidents,  the  promotion  of  foot  health,  the 
immunisation  available  against  certain  diseases,  the  injurious- 
ness of  tobacco  smoke,  the  essential  facts  of  nutrition,  the 
early  detection  of  cancer,  the  nuisance  of  noise. 

Local  Authorities  can  propagate  such  information  by 
personal  contact  of  their  servants  with  the  public,  discussions 
with  groups  of  people,  lessons  to  children,  lectures,  films  and 
publicity  by  pamphlets,  posters  and  exhibitions . The  technique 
of  imparting  such  information  itself  requires  study.  Where 
vested  interests  are  concerned  the  Local  Authority  is  in  a unique 
position  through  its  ability  to  be  impartial. 

Locally  this  work  is  best  administered  by  the  district 
council  with  specialised  help  provided  by  the  County  Council 
and  both  councils  are  empowered  to  perform  this  duty.  The  County 
Council  however  receives  in  their  Ministry  grant  provision  for 
this  work  which  the  district  councils  do  not  receive  and  Ministry 
circulars  on  health  education  matters  are  largely  addressed  to 
the  County  Council.  From  the  financial  angle  it  seems  logical 
that  the  health  education  in  the  district  should  be  undertaken 
by  the  County  Council  or  that  the  County  Council  should  bear  the 
cost  of  any  such  work  done  by  the  district  council.  The  County 
Council  however  have  declined  to  make  any  such  contributions. 

Although  local  influence  is  important  in  health  education 
our  programme  has  been  restricted.  During  1959  and  i960  2 talks 
have  been  given  by  me  and  2 by  the  Council's  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.  The  Council  have  distributed  the  publication  '.'Better 
Health"  and  at  certain  times  posters,  some  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  have  been  displayed  on  the  nine  poster  sites  in  the 
Borough.  During  the  same  period  5 lectures  have  been  given  by 
the  County's  part  time  lecturer.  In  addition  there  have  been 
the  daily  contacts  made  with  the  public  by  officers  of  both 
authorities  in  the  course  of  their  usual  work. 

Health  Education  is  a time  consuming  responsibility  and 
there  are  formidable  influences  in  opposition.  If  one  considers 
the  work  which  will  be  needed  to  persuade  the  public  to  accept 
fluorine  in  their  water  supply  or  to  discourage  the  smoking  of 
cigarettes  it  seems  that  efforts  on  our  present  scale  are 
unlikely  to  be  effective.  We  should  pay  more  attention  to  this 
subject  before  being  satisfied  with  the  smallness  of  our  present 
endeavours . 
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ORGANISATION. 


For  some  time  there  has  been  a need  for  the  administrative 
basis  of  this  public  health  department  to  be  embodied  in  a formal 
written  statement  and  in  1959  a preliminary  attempt  was  made 
towards  this  end. 

In  1959  the  three  elevenths  available  for  County  duties 
in  the  "mixed"  appointment  held  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  transferred  to  the  neighbouring  authorities  of  Northfleet 
Urban  District  and  Swanscombe  Urban  District  so  that  with  the 
existing  four  elevenths  available  to  Dartford  Rural  District 
the  appointment  became  a "combined"  one  serving  four  district 
councils .

SOURCES  OF  SUPPLY  AND  ACCESSIBILITY, 

During  1959  and  i960  the  dwellings  in  the  Borough  were  with  one 
exception  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board.  The  exception  was  a 
farm  house  supplied  by  its  own  well  but  this  took  its  supply  from  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board  from  November  1959  onwards.  All  these  supplies 
were  piped  into  the  houses. 

During  these  years  two  hospitals  received  supplies  from  their 
own  wells,  each  hospital  having  its  own  well.  One  of  these  hospitals  was 
on  Metropolitan  Water  Board  water  for  several  months  while  its  pump  was 
being  repaired.  Two  paper  factories  received  supplies  from  their  own 
wells,  one  had  two  wells  in  use  and  the  other  one.  An  engineering  works 
received  supplies  from  its  own  three  wells. 

The  chalk  below  this  district  is  part  of  the  gathering  ground 
for  this  part  of  Kent. 

QUALITY. 

The  results  of  the  numerous  hundreds  of  analyses  of  bacteriol- 
ogical samples  and  the  several  chemical  samples  taken  by  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board  at  source  are  shown  in  the  table. 

In  the  remaining  analyses  the  number  of  E.  coli,  type  I per 
100  ml.  in  the  bacteriological  analyses  and  the  number  of  parts  per 
million  of  albuminoid  ammonia  as  nitrogen  in  the  chemical  analyses  are 
used  to  summarise  the  information  provided  by  sampling. 

At  the  farmhouse  mentioned  above  2 bacteriological  analyses  in 

1959  showed  no  E.  coli,  type  I. 

At  Bexley  Hospital  4 bacteriological  analyses  in  1959  and  6 in 

1960  showed  no  E.  coli.  A chemical  analyses  showed  no  albuminoid  ammonia. 

At  West  Hill  Hospital  6 bacteriological  analyses  in  1959  and 
6 in  i960  showed  no  E.  coli.  A chemical  analysis  showed  no  albuminoid 
ammonia. 

At  Dartford  Paper  Mills  4 bacteriological  analyses  in  1959  and 
5 in  i960  showed  no  E.  coli. 

At  London  Paper  Mills  4 bacteriological  samples  from  each  of 
the  wells  in  1959  and  5 from  each  in  i960  showed  no  E.  coli. 

At  J.  & E.  Hall's  engineering  works  15  samples  from  the  3 wells 
in  1959  and  14  in  i960  revealed  no  E.  coli. 


Swimming  Baths. 


Bacteriological  analysis  of  swimming  bath  water  is  done  to 
ascertain  the  sterilizing  ability  of  the  chlorine  dosage  on  the  pollution 
introduced  by  bathers. 

The  Council's  open  air  bath  was  sampled  on  8 occasions  in  1959  at 
both  ends  and  6 occasions  in  I960.  In  1959  these  produced  E.  coli  counts 
of  3 and  11  on  two  occasions  at  the  deep  end.  In  i960  they  produced  a 
count  of  1 E.  coli  on  one  occasion  at  the  shallow  end. 

The  swimming  bath  of  the  Dartford  College  of  Physical  Education 
was  sampled  on  three  occasions  at  both  ends  in  1959  and  again  in  i960.  No 
E.  coli  was  present.  One  sample  was  void  through  breakage.

In  1959  > 10  cases  were  removed  from  the  tuberculosis  register 
by  death,  the  deaths  being  registered  in  1959 • 

In  4 of  these,  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  the  underlying 
cause  of  death.  In  5 it  was  a contributory  cause,  the  underlying  cause  in 
2 of  these  5 being  carcinoma  of  the  bronchus  and  acute  bronchitis.  In  1 
death  tuberculosis  was  not  mentioned,  the  original  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis 
being  revised. 


A further  7 cases  in  1959  were  removed  from  the  register 
owing  to  death  but  these  deaths  had  occurred  some  years  previously  and  only 
in  1959  had  they  come  to  our  knowledge.  In  6 of  these  deaths  the  underlying 
cause  was  tuberculosis,  in  the  seventh  no  death  return  was  available  and 
presumably  the  death  was  not  assigned  to  this  district. 

In  i960  7 cases'  were  taken  off  our  registrer  by  death,  the 
deaths  being  registered  in  i960.  In  2 of  these,  tuberculosis  was  the 
underlying  cause  of  death,  in  1 tuberculosis  was  a contributory  cause  of 
death,  the  underlying  cause  of  death  being  carcinoma  of  bronchus,  in  1 
carcinoma  of  the  bronchus  was  the  underlying  cause  of  death  and  tuberculosis 
was  not  mentioned,  in  2 others  tuberculosis  was  not  mentioned  and  in  1 the 
death  return  could  not  be  traced  presumably  because  the  death  was  not 
assigned  to  this  district. 

A further  6 deaths  in  i960  were  removed  from  the  register 
by  death,  the  deaths  having  occurred  several  years  previously  and  only  came 
to  our  knowledge  in  i960,1  In  1 of  these  tuberculosis  was  given  as  the 
underlying  cause  of  death,  in  4 tuberculosis  was  not  mentioned  and  in  1 the 
death  return  could  not  be  traced  the  death  presumably  not  being  assigned  to 
this  district. 


In  1959  4 deaths  assigned  to  this  district  with  tuberculosis 
as  the  underlying  cause  were  not  on  our  register.  One  of  these  was  not  on 
our  register  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  a resident  of  Scotland  and  the 
death  could  not  be  transferred  out  and  so  was  assigned  to  this  district. 

One  was  a member  of  a tuberculous  family  who  had  declined  to  be  X-rayed  and 
died  suddenly,  the  cause  being  revealed  by  autopsy.  One  was  not  on  the 
register  owing  to  late  receipt  of  the  notification.  One  was  presumably 
notified  from  the  mental  hospital  several  years  ago  when  the  practice  was 
to  transfer  such  notifications  to  the  district  where  their  homes  were 
situate. 


In  i960  both  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
cases  who  had  been  on  our  register  for  several  years.

There  was  1 non-respiratory  death  registered  in  1959 » a patient  in 
Bexley  Hospital <>  In  addition  1 other  case  was  removed  from  the  register 
owing  to  death  in  1958,  the  death  not  coming  to  our  notice  until  1959*  The 
causes  of  death  were  not  from  tuberculosis  but  cancer  of  th.e  breast  and 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  respectively.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


Observations  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  the  use  of  standard 
deposit  gauges  and  lead  peroxide  gauges  are  made  at  three  sites  in  the 
Borough  and  daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  acidity  by  use  of  the  standard 
volumetric  apparatus  at  one  site  in  the  town  centre.  Details  in  connection 
with  the  observations  and  results  of  analyses  together  with  those  in  respect 
of  adjacent  local  authority  areas  will  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Thames-side  Joint  Committee  for  the  Abatement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

During  the  year  1959  in  response  to  Circular  No.  5 of  1959  from 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  the  Council  submitted  a 
phased  programme  for  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  for  a period 
of  five  years  and  gave  as  the  target  year  for  the  completion  of  the  Smoke  Control 
Area  programme,  1974- 

During  1959  a detailed  survey  of  the  first  proposed  smoke 
control  area  was  commenced,  the  area  comprising  of.  550  dwellings  of  a mixed 
character,  some  local  authority,  some  owner  occupied  and  some  privately  let, 
and  the  Ministry's  preliminary  approval  to  the  scheme  was  obtained.  During 
the  carrying  out  of  the  detailed  survey,  a selection  of  six  explanatory 
pamphlets  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  the 
Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  and  the  Coal  Utilisation  Council  was 
delivered  to  each  house  in  the  proposed  area,  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
articles  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution  and  smoke  control  areas 
to  be  published  in  the  two  principal  papers  circulating  in  the  locality  and 
for  a visit  to  be  made  by  the  Mobile  Display  Unit  of  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation. 

The  Council's  No.  1 Smoke  Control  Order  was  made  in  August,  i960 
in  respect  of  550  dwellings  in  which,  there  were  450  appliances  requiring 
conversion  at  a total  estimated  cost  of  £6,040.  The  only  exemption  in  the 
Order  was  the  standard  one  permitting  the  use  of  sticks  and  paper  for 
lighting  fires  in  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  separately  occupied 
without  a gas  supply.  The  intended  operative  day  was  the  20th  June,  1961 
but  in  view  of  objections  lodged  in  October  and  November  i960  it  became 
obvious  that  a public  enquiry  would  have  to  be  held  and  the  operative  date 
probably  postponed. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

A site  at  Stonehill  Woods,  Joydens  Wood,  is  licensed  for 
twenty- four  chalet  type  bungalows  and  Town  Planning  approval  has  been  given 
for  the  siting  of  ten  trailer-type  caravans  upon  this  site.  Ten  such 
caravans  were  granted  individual  licences  in  1959  and  i960  and  are  being 
used  for  residential  purposes.  Changes  in  the  occupants  of  these 
residential  caravans  occur  at  fairly  frequent  intervals. 

The  passing  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
which  came  into  operation  in  August  i960,  is  not  likely  to  have  any  major 
impact  upon  the  existing  caravan  sites  but  may  well  prove  useful  in 
controlling  any  future  developments. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Three  complaints  of  overcrowding  were  received  during  1959*  At 
two  of  the  premises  there  was  no  statutory  overcrowding  and  in  the  other 
case  the  overcrowding  was  abated  by  the  family  being  allocated  a Council 
house.  There  was  no  complaint  of  overcrowding  during  i960.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  in  Burnham  Road,  which  is  under  the 
administrative  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor,  has  a continuous  heating 
and  chlorination  plant,  the  water  being  chlorinated  so  as  to  give  a 
residual  chlorine  figure  of  0.5  ppm.  at  the  inlet. 

Samples  from  the  deep  and  shallow  ends  were  taken  on  eight 
occasions  during  the  season  of  1959  and.  ip  August  of  that  year  a sample  from 
the  deep  end  was  reported  to  have  11  coliform  bacilli  and  11  faecal  coli 
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per  100  millilitres.  A repeat  sample  taken  four  days  later  showed  3 coliform 
bacilli  and  3 faecal  co.li  per  100  millilitres. 

A proposal  to  provide  a break  point  chlorination  plant  and  to 
introduce  chlorinated  water  half  way  down  the  bath  on  each  side  in  addition 
to  introducing  chlorinated  water  at.  the  shallow. end  wan  not  proceeded  with 
for  financial  reasons. 

During  i960  samples  from  the  deep  and  shallow  ends  were  taken 
on  6 occasions  and  a sample  taken  from  the  shallow  end  on  ore  occasior  was 
reported  to  have  1 E.  cold. 

The  swimming  bath  at  the  Dartford  College  of  Physical  Education 
is  open  during  the  summer  months  for  certain  school  children.  Samples  from 
the  deep  and  shallow  ends  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  on 
three  occasions  during  each  of  the  seasons  of  1959  and  i960.  All  12  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory.

HOUSING  ACT. 

Information  in  connection  with  housing  has  already  been  provided  in 
the  quarterly  return  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on 
Fond  P.13  (Hsg). 

Briefly  summarised  this  shows  the  demolition  of  26  houses,  the 
closing  of  6,  the  repair  of  246  in  1959  and  the  demolition  of  20,  the 
closing  of  5>  the  part  closing  of  1 and  the  repair  of  141  in  I960. 


RENT  ACT,  1957- 

Applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  continued  to  decline  in 
1959*  It  is  not  considered  that  this  was  due  to  any  noticeable  improvement 
in  the  state  of  repair  of  the  properties  which  are  subject  to  the  Act  but 
rather  to  general  ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  a misconception 
that  applications  for  a certificate  of  disrepair  can  only  be  made  immediately 
following  notices  of  increase.

contents  of  12.7$  and  39*7$  respectively.  Twelve  samples  of  "hot  mix"  ice 
cream  manufactured  within  the  Council's  area  had  average  figures  of  6.4$ 
and  31*4$*  Four  samples  of  dairy  ice  cream  manufactured  outside  the  district 
had  average  fat  content  of  11.9$  and  total  solids  38.0$. 


During  i960,  twenty-two  samples  of  ice  cream  and  five  samples  of 
dairy  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination. 

Eleven  samples  of  ice  cream  from  various  sources  outside  the  Council's 
district  at  average  fat  and  total  solids  contents  of  12$  and  38.6$ 
respectively.  Eleven  samples  of  "hot  mix"  ice  cream  manufactured  within  the 
Council's  district  had  average  figures  of  7»5$  and  32.5$  respectively  and 
five  samples  of  dairy  ice  cream  had  average  figures  of  12.2$  and  38.2$.  No 
sample  during  i960  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  standards.

In  1959  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  parts  of  29  pigs'  carcases 
representing  4*7^  were  condemned  and  for  tuberculosis,  parts  of  1 pig's 
carcase  representing  0.16$  were  condemned.  Cysticerous  Bovis  was  not 
found  in  any  carcase  and  neither  tuberculosis  nor  any  other  disease  was 
found  in  any  bovine  carcase  during  the  year. 

In  i960,  for  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  5 pigs  carcases  and 
parts  of  54  pigs'  carcases  representing  11.1$  were  condemned.  For  tuber- 
culosis, parts  of  7 pigs  carcases  representing  1.4$  were  condemned.  Disease 
other  than  tuberculosis  was  found  in  2 cows,  representing  25$  . No  disease 
was  found  in  the  calves. 

During  i960 ' the  Council's  report  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughter- 
house Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order  1959  and-  the  Slaughterhouse  (Reports) 
Direction  1959 > was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  indicating  that  there  was  no  need  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  the 
Borough  at  the  present  time.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  AND  SLIPPER  BATHS. 


The  Corporation  have  provided  and  maintain  the  following,  which 
are  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector :- 

Public  conveniences  with  wash  and  brush  up  facilities  and 
slipper  baths  for  both  sexes  at  Spital  Street. 

Public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  on  The  Brent. 

Public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  in  Market  Street. 

During  the  early  part  of  i960  the  Market  Street  conveniences  were 
closed  for  alterations  to  be  carried  out.  This  included  the  provision  of  an 
attendants'  office,  free  hand  washing  facilities  with  hot  water  provided  through 
spray  taps  to  wash  hand  basins  in  both  male  and  female  conveniences  and  the 
provision  of  one  night  W.C.  each  for  both  males  and  females  to  be  entered  from 
entrances  separate  from  those  to  the  main  conveniences.  It  was  considered  that 
a satisfactory  standard  of  service  could  not  be  provided  in  an  unattended 
convenience  and  that  in  order  to  reduce  vandalism  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  main  conveniences  at  times  when  they  were  unattended,  yet  at  the  same  time, 
to  provide  some  facilities  outside  this  period.  The  conveniences  were  re- 
opened in  April,  i960  and  public  reaction  has  been  most  favourable.  The  number 
of  persons  using  the  Slipper  Baths  is  given  below,  together  with  comparative 
figures  for  1957  ajad  1958 •-

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  ETC. 

FOOD  PREPARATION  PREMISES. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  food  premises  of  various 
types  in  the  Council's  area  and  the  number  of  visits  of  inspection  or 
re-inspection  paid  to  such  premises.  All  premises  in  which  the  food  is 
prepared  or  stored  for  sale  for  human  consumption  are  inspected  at  least 
twice  in  every  year.  Some  are  inspected  as  a routine  measure  three  times 
a year  and  some  quarterly.  The  frequency  of  inspection  varies  according  to 
the  type  of  business  carried  on  and  the  manner  in  which  the  particular 
business  is  conducted. 

Where  more  than  one  trade  or  business  is  carried  on  in  a particular 
shop,  e.g.  grocers  who  also  sell  ice-cream,  or  grocers  who  also  sell  a small 
amount  of  greengrocery , the  premises  are  classified  according  to  the 
predominant  trade  and  one  inspection  entry  only  is  made  in  connection  with 
visits  to  such  multi-purpose  shops. 

Whilst  most  of  the  food  premises  are  now  as  structurally  suitable 
and  as  well  equipped  as  their  size  and  nature  will  permit  (some  being  far  too 
small  for  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  carried  on  in  them),  improvements 
in  methods  have  not  matched  improvements  in  premises.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  proceedings  were  instituted  on  five  occasions  in  1959  and  five  during 
i960  in  connection  with  the  use  of  tobacco  by  food  handlers.  In  all  cases 
the  offenders  had  been  warned  on  several  occasions  prior  to  the  institution 
of  proceedings  and  it  would  appear  that  the  offenders  regard  the  offence  not

Breads  A complaint  had  been  made  in  respect  of  foreign  matter  in  part 

of  a loaf  of  bread.  It  was  found  that  it  consisted  of  a small 
insect,  probably  the  flour  moth. 

Butter:  The  sample  was  an  informal  one  and  the  subject  of  a complaint  to 

which  reference  will  be  made  subsequently  in  the  report. 

Castor  oils  The  stock  from  which  the  sample  was  taken  was  found  to  be  old 
and  was  withdrawn  from  sale. 


Apricots  Both  samples  contained  parts  of  insects.  The  condition  of  dried 
and  fruit  upon  import  clearly  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Currants : 


Ice  cream:  One  sample  low  in  fat  and  in  fat  solids.  The  matter  was  taken 
up  with  the  makers  and  improvement  effected.

These  were  the  subject  of  a complaint  and  reference  is  made  to 
this  matter  later  in  the  report. 


Pork  The  unsatisfactory  samples  generally  consisted  of  those  with  a 

sausages  slightly  low  meat  content  or  undeclared  preservative.  In  two 
cases  the  labels  were  unsatisfactory  in  that  they  did  not 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Preservative, 
etc.  in  Food)  Regulations  with  regard  to  the  size  of  the 
lettering.  A sample  of  pork  sausage,  taken  upon  complaint,  was 
found  to  contain  a partly  smoked  cigarette.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  in  accordance  with  Section  2 of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955°  Asample  of  beef  sausage  meat  was  in  a state  of 
decomposition  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  accordance  with 
Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 • 


Milk  - A sample  of  pasteurised  milk  delivered  to  a school  in  the  Council's 

pasteurised: area  was  found  to  contain  a number  of  bodies  floating  in  it  and 
each  was  permeated  by  mould,  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 

dairy  man  concerned. 
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Complaints  during  1959  with  respect  to  the  condition  of  food  or 
conditions  under  which  food  was  sold  were  received  in  the  following  instances 
apart  from  those  which  have  already  been  referred  to  in  connection  with 
samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination: - 

(1)  A.  complaint  was  made  that  a tin  of  salmon  was  not  of  the  quality 
demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Upon  analysis  it  was  found  that  the 
contents  were  as  on  the  label,  namely,  First  Grade  Chinock  Fancy  Red 
Salmon. 

(2)  Two  complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  the  dirty  condition 
of  milk  bottles  delivered  to  different  schools  in  the  Council's  area 
by  the  same  dairyman.  Proceedings  were  instituted  in  accordance  with 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  and  a fine  of  one  pound  was  imposed 
in  respect  of  each  offence. 

(5)  A complaint  was  received  in  connection  with  the  watery  condition 

of  school  milk.  Upon  analysis  the  milk  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(4)  A.  complaint  was  received  in  connection  with  foreign  matter  in 
butter.  This  was  found  to  consist  of  a flake  of  paint  and  a warning 
letter  was  sent  to  the  firm  concerned. 

(5)  Complaints  in  connection  with  a gnail  in  jam,  a beetle  in  tinned 
peas  and  dirt  in  a milk  bottle,  were  also  dealt  with  by  warning 
letters . 

(6)  A.  complaint  of  foreign  matter,  namely,  a partly  smoked  cigarette, 
in  sausages  resulted  in  proceedings  being  instituted  and  a fine  of 
£5  imposed. 

(7)  A.  complaint  in  connection  with  tinned  peas  which  were  found  to  be 
in  a condition  known  as  'flat  sours'.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  packers. 

(8)  Worms  in  fried  cod  were  found  to  be  filaria  bicolora.  A.  check  at 
the  fishmongers  did  not  disclose  the  presence  of  any  other  infested 
fish. 

(9)  A complaint  was  made  in  connection  with  the  unsound  condition  of 
meat  purchased  in  the  local  market.  The  condition  of  the  meat  was 
not  such  as  to  warrant  condemnation  but  the  vendor  was  warned  about 
the  practice  of  selling  meat  in  'borderline'  condition. 

(10)  Jellied  eels  purchased  from  an  itinerant  vendor  one  Sunday  morning 
were  alleged  to  have  caused  sickness.  It  would  appear  that  there  was  no 
name  and  address  of  the  vendor  displayed  and  he  could  not  be  traced. 

(11)  A complaint  was  made  in  respect  of  the  rancid  condition  of  beef 
sausage  meat  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  accordance  with 
Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  A fine  of  £15  was 
imposed.

Complaints  during  i960  in  connection  with  food  supplies,  excluding 
those  referred  to  previously  in  reporting  upon  samples  submitted  to  the

(1)  Complaint  of  carbolic  taste  in  fish.  The  fish  shop  was  visited 
and  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  phenolic  disinfectants  being  used  on 
the  premises. 

(2)  Dirty  condition  of  chips  sold  from  fish  shop.  The  premises  were 
visited  and  the  necessary  remedial  action  taken. 

(3)  A quantity  of  string  in  milk  bottle  delivered  to  a school. 

Warning  letter  sent  to  the  dairy  concerned. 

(4)  Two  complaints  in  connection  with  ham  supplied  in  local  market. 

The  ham  was  not  unfit  but  was  of  poor  commercial  quality  and  one 
complaint  of  ham  purchased  from  a local  shop  was  found  to  be  in 
unsound  condition.  Reported  to  Public  Health  Committee  and  warning 
letter  sent  to  vendor. 

(5)  Chicken  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Proceedings  were  instituted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  8,  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 

1955. 

(6)  Earwigs  in  cooked  chicken.  The  premises  at  which  the  chicken  was 
cooked  was  visited  and  no  evidence  of  earwigs  found. 
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(7)  Moths  and  larvae  in.  bread.  Warning  letter  sent  to  bakers. 

(8)  Maggot  in  sugar  confectionery.  Found  to  be  Ephestia  larva.  Reported 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  warning  letter  sent  to  the  vendors. 

(9)  Sausage  reported  to  taste  of  chlorine.  Not  confirmed  by  tasting  or 
analysis . 

(10)  Moths  found  in  plain  flour.  Warning  letter  sent  to  millers. 

(11)  Milk  delivered  to  school  with  aluminium  caps  in  bottles.  Warning 
letter  sent  to  dairy. 

(12)  Foreign  matter  in  strawberry  jam.  Found  upon  analysis  to  be  a 
splinter  of  wood.  Warning  letter  sent. 

(13)  Corned  beef,  complaint  of  quality.  The  corned  beef  was  stale  but 
not  unfit  for  human  consumption.  A warning  letter  was  sent. 

(14)  Pork  sausages,  complaint  of  quality.  The  sausages  were  stale  but 
not  unfit  for  human  consumption.  A warning  letter  was  sent. 

(15)  Insect  larva  found  in  a tin  of  Italian  Tomatos.  No  action  taken. 

(16)  Mould  found  in  apple  strudel.  Proceedings  instituted  and  case  put 
down  for  hearing  in  1961.
